1) , filters 114, photodetectors 116, and a discriminating 
circuit 810 (e.g., similar to discriminating circuit 118 of 
Fig. 1) .

As an example, Fig, 9 shows a diagram illustrating a 
pulse position modulation optical signal generator 
architecture 9O0 in accordance with an embodiment of the 
present invention.

(Fig. 10) . In general, architecture 900 employs a waveguide 
902 and a fiber optic circulator 930 to provide light pulses 
931b having a desired amount of delay relative to received 
light pulses 931a.
